‘him; load his Condv@ with Reproaches, and his 
* Perjon with Calumny, in the grofleft Manner, 

without Refpect to the Dignity or Quality oe 
Ad er- 
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themfelves; and, which is ftill worfe, without re- 
{pect to Truth or Fuftice, Humanity or Charity > 
much lefs Re/igion. 

«« Tt often happens, and indéed "tis natural to be- 
lieve, that it is genera//y, if not umiverfally fo; that 
this is dane to {mother the real Caufes and De- 


fe4s in the Party, from which thofe Perfons draco 


offs that the Kuavery, which could not be comp/i- 
ed with; the Lengths, which could not be rua; and 
the many Jfecret Pr aétices, which were diflik'd, and 
the Diflike of which may have been the real Cau/es 
of declining the Service they were in, might be 
concealei 
“« Gentlemen in Aigh Pofts in the Government, 
and in the Adminiitration of publick Affairs, may 
find themielves wxea/y in their Employments, upon 
many Accounts ; (too many to mention here) and 
may chufe rather to gwit their Employments, thin 
to ferve in the Manwer and with thofe Uneafineffes 
they {uffer’d ; and*pet it does not follow, that they 
have the /eaf? Deficiency in their Lorauty to 
their Prince; who, perhaps, is not at all the Caw/* 
of thofe Uneafinefles, nor any way party to thein ; 
but "tis very hard that Tho/e, who rea//y were the 
Cafe, and whofe Meafures the Perjons declin’nr 
chole rather to quit the Profits and Hoxours of the 
Service, than to comply with, fhould be at Liberty 
to faddle the Offence, given only to thofe Men, upon 
their Master ; and reproach thofe Men with want 
of Duty, who really wanted only to be able to 
ferve, without fubmitting their Fudgments in Cales, 
which they could not think it rea/ina /e, or for 
their Maj/ter’s Service to comply with. 
«“ Ina Word, “tis a Scandal in the higheft Degree 
unjuftifiable, that when Differences may happen a- 
mong the Mazagers of publick Affairs, the Perfons, 
wlio quit the Service, mut ete be charged with 
$2 D: j- 
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Diflya’ty and Difaffezion; and, which is worfeg 
with Desicns; which is the mew Calumny raifed 
ipon the Perfons now to be fpoken of. 

(Page g) ‘ Before I enter into the Labyrinth of 
Words without Meaning, which cram’d this cla- 


* morous Libel, it is decent to enquire one Thing of 
* its Author, eiz. whether it was Forgetfu/nefs ora 


Senfe of the Jmpofidility of performing it, which 
was the Occafion that, throughout his whole Bock, 
he has not {o much as attempted to charge the/e 
Persons with anv * Mifmanagement in the great Em- 


* ployments, whieh they have born the Weight of, 


through the Adminiitration of the prejext or pa/ft 
Reign ! 

(Page 15.) “ Minifers of State have always a Right 
of preferving their ccsn Princitles; and a Likerty 
of adbsring to what, in their Judgment, they 
think is for the Service of their Country and the Jz- 
teref of the Mafter they ferve; otherwile they were 
Slaves ly Offwe 3 and while they were impowered to 
preferve the Rights and Liberties of their Fe/low- 
Subje&s, they were deprived of their corn. It is 
no Derogation from the Sovereign to fay, that this 
Licerty 13 allowed. to a// his Majefty’s Servants, 
tho’ they were to have the Misfortune to differ in 
their Judgment from that of the Sovereign himfelf; 
and our own Government is not without many E x- 
amples recent in Memory, where This has been 
proctifed without any Offence ; the Miniffer of 
State, who has the Misfortune to differ in his Judg- 
ment, having nothing to do, but with Duty and 
Refpeét to refign his Kmployment. 

‘¢ Much more then is this Right and Claim their 
juft Due, when the Per/on, with whom they differ, 
is not only not the Sovereign, but even their Fe//ow-

Page 29, 37, 41, 45, 48, &e. 
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Servant in the Adminiftration; and whofe Judg- 
ment, tho’ founded ever fo well upon right Prin- 
ciples as to Duty, mutt be allowed to be egua/ly fub- 
jet to Miftake, as that of our own. In this Cafe 
the Min'fter differing and faithfully reprefenting the 
Reafon of his Judgment, may have, perhaps, no 
Misfortune in his Judgment, but That of being over- 
ruled; which, in fomeCafes,may be as much a Misfor- 
tune to his Country, as to bim/elf, and more too. 

(Page 16) « Now whether this was the Cafe of tire 
Perfons, whom this Libed/er defames ; or whether it 
was not; yet for the Purpofe let me fuppofe it was 5 
many Reafons forbidding me entering here on the 
Specification of the Particulars. The Lise//er is 
not afhamed to fight under the Proteétion of the pre- 
Jent Minifirys as if no Man durtt fuppofe any Thing, 
how much foever in his cea Defence, which might 
look like a Reflection that Way 3 but he hall be ai- 
ven from this Cover 5 for, without any Reproach 
upon, or Offence to the prefent Minifters of States 
I fhall fuppofe that they may differ with others;

ly embarked in the general Intcreff, however they 
might be of a different Opinion as to the Means. 
The Bufinefs here is not to accufe any, or reflect 
upon any 3 but to defend fnmocent Perfons againit wn- 
juft Accafations and Refleétions, and dete& the A7,- 
lice of them. The Quettion here is not to fuggeit 
that the Miniftry, from whom thele accujed Per fons 
are faid to divide, are Enemies to the Intereit of King

(Page 26.) “ It is evident, that there has not ove 
Vote there (i. ¢. in Parliament) gone contrary to the 
King’s Defires. Even ‘That of asking Money, without 
a Specification of the Manner of difpofing it, tho’ 
oppofed by many Gentlemen, whom thefe Perfons had 
no Influence upon, yet pais’d the Houfe with the 
higheft Demonftration of Duty and Confidence to and 
in his Majefty’s Prudence, and his Royal Inclinations 
to do nothing but what fhould be for the Good of 
all his People.

« nagement, that made them the Objedis of the 
** Whigs Admiration and Efteem éefore, had no longer 
« Duration than their Abode in COURTS. As if 
“ to be diflatisfy’d with jome Mens Proceedings was 
* to act in Difobligation of all the who/e Party; aid

(Page 6.) “If the Cafe of the Duke of Northum- 
berland can bear any Parallel, I defire him to apply 
his Infolence, Covetou/ne/s and Ambition in the right 
Place. Iam fure, He has-a le{s Title to it, who 
attempts to fhine but in one Capacity, than They, 
who would make us believe they have a Genius for 
half a Dozen different Employments. 

(Page 8.) « One would imagine there was 
fomething like Magick in Places and Preferments. 
A Man no fooner fteps into them, but he has all the 
Perfections of a little Divinity ; and he is no fooner 
«© oyt, but the Charm is undone, and he becomes the 
mott di/agreeablé and infamous of Mankind. 

«© While Mr. W———/e was at the Head of the 
JT——y, the Encomiums of fome Men ran fo high 
upon his Adminiftration, that the Cecil’s, Godof- 
« phin’s, and Halifax’s were thought little, in refpeét 
“« of his fuperior Merit. The Whigs were fo charm- 
ed with him, that-hardly any Thing was ‘condude 
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ed without confulting him as an Oracle. His ad- 
mirable Addrefs in the Affairs of the Houfe ; his 
mafterly Eloquence and nervous Reafoning were the 
Subjects of all Converfation.

An 
honeft, Man may be diilatisfied. He may think it 
improper to aét in particular Conjunctions, without 
incurring the Cenfure of any Body ; and who can 


‘ doubt, but that he has g Reafons, as the World 


goes, when he facrifices his Intere/? to his Opinion ? 
It is unjuff and uncharita fe to attribute an 
Aétion of fuch Confequence to Pct, Whim, Hu- 
mour and Pajfon; and He knows little of the 
World, who imagines The/e carry fuch a Sway 
with Men of a /edate Temper ; and it fthews that 
the Writer was put to fvor Shifts, when he was 
forced to read us fuch fa//e Ethicks for a Reafon. 
(Page 18 ) «© ————- They mutt be but ill read 
in human Nature, who can encourage fuch un- 
worthy Ufage of One, whole former Merit they ac- 
knowledge ; fuch Liberties frequently returning, in 
a diulle Proportion, on the Heads of the Revilers. 
Lipfius has a fine Obfervation on this Occafion.

In this ample, learned and rational Manner were 
thofe honourable Refigners vindicated from the vile Af- 
perfions and moft unjuft Imputations of their Adver- 
faries. Whether the fame Arguments may not be 
applicd in behalf of fome Gentlemen at preient (who 
have been loaded with the fame Imputations ; Bribery, 
Extortion and Corruption exceptcd ) let the Reader 
determine ; but as it might be expeéted that I fhould 
fay fomething on this Head, which has been fo much 
infifled on, I thought proper to treat it in this Man- 
ner ; for though 1 am fenfible that fuch perfimal Al- 
tercations are foreign to the Merits of the Caufe ; 
yet Arcumenta ad Hominem have always been allow'd ; 
and where Odjeéions are merely ferfonal, a well- 
grounded Recrimination is a {uflicient Anfwer. 

I fha'l now proceed in my general Defign, and not 
fuffer myfelf to be diverted by any Objeétions, which 
are not more + a or have fome Relation to 
the Subjeé in Debate.
